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As We See It: 


Revival of Area Good Will 
Is Up to Stanford Trustees 


The board of trustees of Stanford University and 
President J. E. Wallace Sterling have a job cut out for 
them. That job is re-establishment of the tmiversity’s pres- 
tige in the mid-peninsula community. 

When a semi-public institution such as Stanford — en- 
dowed not only with some millions of dollars, but with 
brains, stature and that air of scientific superiority that it 
has attained as one of the outstanding educational centers 
of our Western World — allows itself to lose the confidence 
of the community in which it exists and which, presumably, 
knows it best, it is high time for the top governing body of 
such an institution to sit down to a thorough re-study of its 
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actions and policies. 

At the moment, no one can believe one single 
word issued by any spokesman for the university. 

This situation has come about through a series of 
actions during the last five years that cannot be interpreted 
by anyone in the area surrounding Stanford as anything but 
a chronic case of greed. 

Responsibility Admitted 

Every thinking person will agree that the university 
has an extremely valuable asset in its thousands of acres of 
land located, by accident, in the path of one of the world’s 
greatest historical population waves. Every thinking per- 
son will realize that the university — since it is a great 
university — has a responsibility to realize as much work- 
ing capital as possible from this gratuitous circumstance. 

Without cashing in on the good fortune thus provided 
by its founder, the university would have to charge pro- 
hibitive tuition fees, and the potential influence of its vast 
educational facilities would be restricted to a trickle... 
at a time, particularly, when free human society needs it 
most. 

But zeal for the dollar must be tempered with ap- 
preciation of the rights of others or the proper need for 
such vast wealth will be obviated by the spectacle of 
capitalistic avarice gone wild. 

What avails the educational supremacy of such a fine, 
independent institution, capable of helping to save the 
World for Democracy, if, at the same time, it proves by its 
own action all the theses of its major opponents: Marx, 
Stalin, Khrushchev? 

There have been a number of instances of Stanford's 
disregard of area well-being. But now comes the case that 
has altogether shattered the university's reputation as 
beneficent father and friend of the surrounding area. 
Apartment Zone Protested 

The case is the one that last week brought some 45 
residents of Menlo Park, as well as City Council spokes- 
men to a planning commission hearing in Palo Alto. They 
were there to protest proposed re-zoning of 3.3 acres of 
Stanford land to Palo Alto’s HDA — High Density Apart- 
ment — classification, a category that would allow 15- 
story apartment buildings across San Francisquito Creek 
from some of Menlo Park’s highest value residential areas 
—areas partly owned by none other than Stanford Uni- 
versity and developed only on a leased-land basis. 

-alo Alto’s planners displayed admirable independence 
of thought and democratic appreciation of individual rights 
in denying the re-zoning as proposed, In their denial, 
too, they expressed the true defects of the planning that 
ever allowed such a proposal to be brought forward. 

But Palo Alto’s planners could not be too tough, The 
area already was zoned “R-4", which would have allowed 
six-story apartment houses without comment. One mem- 
ber of the commission expressed this view by asking, “Why 
didn’t Menlo Park protest when the R-4 zone was first 
approved?” 

Menlo Park did protest. 

Upon hearing of the zoning — no notice was given 
to this neighboring community — the Menlo Park city 
council asked Stanford Business Manager Alf Brandin 
to explain, 

“Does this mean that six-story apartments will go up 
across the creek from our finest residential areas?” was the 
query fired at Brandin. 

Never — never — never, was the sense of Brandin’s re- 
ply. The R-4 zone was intended merely to cover such 
uses of the land as the proposed Palo Alto-Stanford hos- 
pital and medical center; such was the burden of Brandin’s 
assurance. 

The “university's thinking”, Brandin continued, was 
that the land immediately adjacent to the creek and 
Menlo’s high-value single-family residential district would 
be developed in “luxury-type garden apartments” — cer- 
tainly no more than two stories, at the most three. 

With this assurance, and in recognition of the univer- 
sity’s need for land-value development, Menlo Park with- 
drew its plans to protest the zoning. 

No Further Word Received 

From that day until a complete development including 
eight-story apartment buildings was proposed, Menlo Park 
heard nothing further. 

Is it any wonder that Menlo Park —and the rest of 
the world — will no longer take the word of any Stanford 
hireling for anything? 

It is up to the university president and the trustees 
to restore Stanford’s credibility. The. only way it can be 
done is by thorough and open review of the university's 

entire land development program .. . now, before any- 


thing else. is. built,

Municipal Report: 


Selection of Police Officers 
Calls for Thorough Examination 


Getting an additional police- 
man isn’t the easiest thing in 
the world for a department 
such as Menlo Park’s. 

Democratic procedures have 
to be followed; the city coun- 
cil has to agree to put up the 
money; a personnel board has 
to administer tests and hold in- 

terviews of candidates and the 
whole procedure must be 
checked for fairness and accur- 
acy of scores before the new 
man can actually join the 
force. 

Normally speaking the first 
step in getting a new police- 
man originates in the head of 
the police chief. He has to de- 
cide, either on the basis of the 
work load carried by members 
of his department, or on the 
basis of records which can 
prove crime and traffic prob- 
lems are increasing, that an- 
other officer should be added 
to the force. 

He then has to convince 
the city manager, who fig- 
ures what the additional 
wages to be paid will cost in 
terms of tax rate and wheth- 
er or not the need is pres- 
sing enough. 

His recommendation for 
authorization of an additional 
officer is then passed to the 
city council. 

To make the trail as diffi- 
cult as possible, we’ll have to 
assume that the department 
has no existing ‘eligibility 
list: that is, a list of police 
department candidates who

have previously taken civil 
service examinations and the 
requisite oral interviews, but 
whose grades were not the top 
ones the last time officers were 
hired. 

Assuming that there is no 
such list, the city places a le- 
gal advertisement in a newspa- 
per, also soliciting the aid of 
the editorial department in 
“passing the word,” and sends 
“fliers” around to other city 
halls on the peninsula for post- 
ing in a conspicuous place. 

The ads, new stories and 
mimeographed bulletins nor- 
mally state the pay scale un- 
der which the officer candi- 
date can expect to operate, 
the conditions and hours of 
work, and whether or not resi- 
dence is required. 

They also state minimum 
qualifications of the appli- 
cant in regard to such things 
as height, weight, physical 
condition, age, citizenship, 
and a stipulation that the 
candidate be of good moral 
character. 

The final date on which ap- 
plications will be accepted is 
also listed; the applicant has 
to appear at city hall on or be- 
fore that date and fill out an 
appropriate document. 

In the case of police depart- 
ment candidates, he also has 
to be fingerprinted. The fin- 
gerprints are checked through 
the Central Bureau of Indenti- 
fication in Sacramento. 

As a result of this check, 
some candidates are apt to get 
informed that they “failed to 
qualify” for the written exam- 
ination, on the basis of previ- 
ous police records. 

Normally, the date of the 
first written civil service ex- 
amination is some time beyond 
the closing date for filing for 
the job. This arrangement al- 
lows the city’s personnel work- 
ers to contact all candidates, 
some of whom might have ap- 
plied for the police job months 
before and since lost touch. 

The civil service examina- 
tion which greets the candi- 
date on test day is, accord- 

ing to City Administrative 
Assistant Michael Bedwell, 
largely of a general nature. 
It attempts to establish some- 
thing about the intelligence 
of the applicant, since if he’s 
a beginner he won’t know 
more than a few rudimen- 
tary facets of the police busi- 
ness. 

Some of the questions, how- 
ever, are designed to test gen- 
eral principles, such as wheth- 
er the candidate has a good 
sense of-judging between right 
and wrong. 

A passing grade is required 
for candidates who will go on 
to the next step, which is an 
oral test before the city’s per- 
sonnel board, currently chair- 
manned by John Wagner of 
Stanford Research Institute 
and including as members 
Fielding McDearmon, Alan 
Burns and Augustus Locke. 
The interviews take from 15 
minutes to half an hour and, 
if the number of candidates is 
large, may keep the personnel 
board busy for several eve- 
nings. 

Usually, the police chief, 
the city manager, or a dele- 
gate sits in also, to comment 
on what he hears. Selection, 
however, is by the personnel 
board and usually is based on 
the combined scores made in 
the written and oral tests. 

The successful candidate is 
then told to show up at the 
police station; others who 
had passing grades are put 
on an “eligibility list” which 
has to be exhausted before 
a new set of tests can be 
worked up. 

But the new officer hasn't 
got all his problems solved 
yet. He’s got a year of proba- 
tion ahead of him, during 
which time his work will be 
watched with considerable 
care, and he’s got a series of 
in-service training programs to 
go through also. 

At any time, should he slac- 
ken in interest, he can be re- 
placed.

Needs Are Greater in Cities

“Rapid Transit is the missing 
link!” 

This is the headline that the 
district authority puts out in 
its regular propaganda bulle- 
tin each month. 

The story by T. J. Kent Jr., 
professor of city planning at 
the University of California, 
naturally paints a bright pic- 
ture of the proposed system 
for the bay area. 

He says: “To anyone who is 
familiar with the Bay Area 
and who has traveled in other 
great metropolitan cities, the 
most critical problem facing 
the Bay Area is transportation 
and the outstanding need is 
for a regional rapid transit 
system. Without such a system, 
in my opinion, our great and 
growing business and industri- 
al employment centers will be-

The Peninsula is fortunate 
in having one of the best com- 
mute services in the nation, 
with both Southern Pacific and 
Greyhound offering frequent 
and fast service—to where? To 
the depots that still leave the 
commuters miles from thei 
jobs. 

The problem of transporting 
commuters from the rail and 
bus depots to their jobs has 
long been a headache for San 
Francisco and it is no closer to 
a solution than it was 20 years 
ago. 

Rapid transit would correct 
many of those problems but it 
is a pretty big bill to have 
placed on property in San Ma- 
teo county as elsewhere, 

BARTD authorities now

Sales tax receipts 
that Menlo Park’s downtown 
business district can be ex- 
pected to do in the neighbor- 
hood of $17,500,000 worth of 
business this year. 

It wasn’t always so. In fact, 
Menlo Park’s downtown devel- 
opment, as it exists today, is 
almost wholly a product of the 
postwar years. A glance at the 
main business street Santa 
Cruz avenue, between the rail- 
road tracks and University 
drive—shows only a few stores 
of the pre-World War II era. 

Only two buildings original- 
ly constructed as dwellings re- 
main along the street in that 
section, and one of these, 
though converted to a camera 
shop, boasts the only lawn leit 
in the commercial heart of the 
town. 

The first businesses in Men- 
lo Park were resort hoteis and 
subdividing of real estate. 

The latter actually came 
first; historians report that all 
of the land was owned bysome 
body as early as 1860, and con 
struction of the railroad less 
than 10 years later gave impe- 
tus to the subdivision of the 
larger parcels ; 

Some of the resulting “smal 
ler lots,” such as those desigh- 
ed by the Menlo Park Villa 
Association and the Hoag and 
Lansdale subdivisions—which 
included most of downtown 
Menlo Park both east and west 
of the tracks—were huge by 
modern standards.

M. J. Doyle & Co. store, built at 
Santa Cruz and El Camino Re- 
al in the 1870’s.

Revitalized Chamber Helps 
‘Keep Menlo Park Ahead’ 


It wasn’t too long ago that 
the Menlo Park Chamber of 
Commerce served as an infor 
mation bureau for people who 
wanted to know the altitude, 
climate and = population of 
Menlo Park, 

If you h 
acquainted with the activities 
of the “new and improved’ 
Chamber of Commerce, now 
a good time to do so, for they 
have just completed their first 
year under their new system. 

In April of 1958, the Cham 
ber Board of Directors invited 
proposals, from “its standing 
membership of 130, in an ef- 
fort to re-vitalize the Cham- 
ber. Previously, their activi- 
ties had been sporadic, poorly 
financed, and, due to lack of 
funds, inconsistent. 

In an effort to fuse strength 
and continuity into their ac 
tivities, they sponsored a 
“Keep Menlo Park Ahead” 
program, designed to inform 
business and professional men 
in the area of the community's 
need for their participation in 
the Chamber of Commerce 

As a result of this program, 
the Chamber of Commerce to 
day consists of 222 members, 
whose combined membership 
contributes an annual income 
of around $14,000. 

The Chamber of Commerce 
of Menlo Park has had a long 
history struggling to gain 
the support of the community. 
According to Jack Flynn, Sec 
retary-Manager .of the Cham 
ber, there » two reasons for 
this apathy First, Menlo 
Park was fer a long time, al- 
most totally residential. There 
was very little emphasis 
importance placed upon 
commercial activities of the 
community—and, for the 

aspect Menlo 
it simply didn’t exist.

Secondly, Menlo Park has a 
great number of professional 
men who live and practice in 
the vicinity Many of these 
men lawyers, investment 
brokers, dentists and doctors 

felt that Chamber of Com 
merce benefitted Gnl¥ the te 
tailers of the community, and 
they therefore withheld their 
participation and support, 
The change in attitude to 
ward Chamber of Commerce 
ivities is largely due to the 
realization that industry is an 
important part of Menlo Park, 
even though this is primarily 
a residential community. Espe 
cially in a community where 
goals for civic facilities are so 
high, the benefits of industry 
are felt by all residents in that 
the tax rate is broadened con 
siderably. 

As for the professional men. 
who now provide 45 per cent 
of the Chamber's member- 
ship, they were made aware 
that the professional man’s 
patients and clients and the 
businessman’s customers and 
same people: therefore, 
“what’s good for business,” in 
the words of the Chamber, “is 
good for all of Menlo Park.” 
EXPANSION

of the way, the Chamber was 
able to its member 
ship and expand its program 
that it is now operating 
with a number of continuously 
active committees.

(Continued from Page B-1) 
brick building which replaced 
it, and which stood at that lo- 
cation until torn down in 1940 
to make way for highway wid- 
ening. 

And another form of com- 
merée flourished: By the turn 
of the century, the town had 
lots of saloons—variously re- 
ported at from 18 to 24. 
| HIGHWAY ‘STEM’ 

The highway continued to 
be the main business stem un- 
til after World War II, but the 
Santa Cruz avenue develop- 
ment might be said to have 
been given its start by World 
War I, when the area found it- 
sedf surrounded by Camp Fre- 
mont. 

A couple of soft-drink stands 

were set up; a theater, also, 
and such things as a barber 
shop and other facilities for 
the servicemen. The section of 
Santa Cruz avenue under dis- 
cussion remained largely resi- 
| dential, however. 
During the years that follow- 
| ed, various civie groups got to- 
gether and attempted to form 
| some sort of an organization 
to give the downtown business 
| district some unity. 

The Menlo Park Improve- 
ment Assciation, for instance,

For example, the owner of 
a single, 50-foot lot, the value 
of which the tax collector said

But he might find himself 
limited in resources, so he 
couldn’t afford a_ two-story 
building. And since the object 
of building was to rent the 


store to a merchant, it made | 
sense to divide the building in- | 
to two stores, for rental to two | 
“small” merchants, rather than | 
to rent the whole thing to one. |

This may not be the com- 
plete story; other factors enter 
in, but the fact remains that 
Menlo Park has never provid- 
ed space for “one big store” 
with the exception of food 
markets. Nor have property 
owners often joined resources 
in an effort to provide space 
for one. 


The result of all these fac- 
tors is the attractive and mo- 
dern, but informal, business 
district of Menlo Park as we 
know it today. 


The entire complex of many 
small, individually owned 
shops, grouped close to free 
municipal parking plazas and 
offering wares of almost every 
conceivable kind, has been at 
times termed a huge depart 
ment store in itself, but with 
the added advantages of the 
friendly, personal service pos 
sible only in a small establish- 
ment and the customer con- |} 
cenience of being able to park | 
almost at the rear door of any | 
one “department.”

From the very first, Menlo 
Park, destined to be a residen- 
tial community, has been well- 
provided with churches. 


Churches, it might almost be 
said, preceded the community 
itself, for in the mid-1850’s 
Dennis Martin, a deeply religi- 
ous man, established the first 
house of worship to exist be- 
tween the Mission Dolores in 
San Francisco and the Mission 
ait Santa Clara. 

His chureh was situated on
